Dr. McNichol and four of his Boy 
Seouts, attended the Cancer films 
}shown by Dr. Talbot and his help- 
ers from Calgary in the Lions’ hall 
on Tuesday, March 13. Something 
so vital as Cancer, and yet the peo- 
ple not interested in finding out 
what could be done! 

In Dr. Talbot's iecture, following 
the two films, he said one and one- 
half million persons are doomed to 
die of cancer, 16,000 deaths a year 
are caused by cancer alone. Even 
though his audience was small, Dr. 
Talbot said if his remarks and ef- 
forts Were the means of saving one 
life from cancer he felt his time in 
Didsbury Was not wasted. 

He explained that the Cancer So. 
ciety is trying desperately to 
change the message of Fear to a 
| message of Hope. 

There are three cures for cancer, 
IF you see your Doctor in time, 
|said Dr. Talbot. These are surgery, 
|X-ray and radium. If you do not 
j see your doctor in time, all that can 
|} be done is to brighten the patient 
and ease the pain for their remain- 
ing years. 

Research is playing a very big 
part in trying to tind a sure cure, 
but so far efforts have been futile. 

Men have the idea that cancer is 
a women's disease, but in 1944 can- 
cer caused the death of 89,005 wo- 
men and 82,166 men. More deaths 
occur in Women between the ages 
of 30 and 54 years of age. More men 
die trom cancer over the age of 60 
than do women, 

Cancer of the stomach heads the 
list of deaths, with cancer of the in- 
testines a close second. 

Dr. Talbot said that if you notice 
anything out of the ordinary in the 
Way you feel, see your doctor im- 
mediately. It may save your life. 
Delay may mean certain death.

This week I will endeavor to give 
you a littie further information in 
connection With the 1951 Budget 
brought down last week by Premier 
k. C, Manning. 

During the past few years, when 
the Government made a grant to 
municipal units, the municipal unit 
had to put up 40 per cent of the 
cost of a project to use the grant 
;money for the other 60 per cent 
| This has been changed now so that 


the municipal unit only has to put 
up 25 per cent in order to qualify 
for provincial road’ construction 
grants. 

The total assistance from the 
Provincial Government to the mu- 
|nicipal unit for this year is equal 
|to more than 38 mills on the total 
aggregate assessment. This is the 
| assessment used for 1950. 
| An additional 3 million dollars is 
being set aside under The School 
| Borrowing Act. The grants under 
this Act are being increased from 
|} 1242 per cent to 20 per cent on ap- 
‘proved borrowings as of April 
1951. 

An additional 7 
is being set aside this year under 
‘The Seif Liquidating Projects Act. 
This money is made available to 
| municipalities for long term loans 
jat 2%¢ interest. By the end of 1950 
|nearly five million dollars had been 
loaned under this Act from last 
year's allocations, 
| Hon, Gordon Taylor, Minister of 
Railways and Telephones, outlined | 
| the Vast expansion of telephone 
|service in the Province. Since the 
| beginning of April 1950 another 
7,200 telephones have been install 
ed but new applications continue tu 
pour in and in spite of these gains

The Government has decided to 
issue a continuing license or regis- 
| tration in the case of most busines. | 
‘ses, During the year each license, | 
in the business alfected, will be ad- 
,Vised that his annual license is 
being changed to a continuing li- 
cense or permanent registration 
Without further cost to the owner 
of the business, There is some mis. 
understanding, however, on the 
part of some licensees at the pres- 
ent time. Some apparently are of 
the opinion that the annual license 
fees for 1951-52 license year are not 
required, This is incorrect, Dr. Rob- 
inson stated, and said he wanted 
to make it clear that the license 
fee is renewable for the 1951-52 
fiscal year as previously. In the 
event that a business is sold or 
transferred, the registration certifi- 
cate or continuing license must be 
sent to the Department and the new 
operator will be required to take 
out a new registration, 

The first discussion on estimates 
came up in the House this week and 
the Department of Agriculture was 
the first to be considered, 

Mr, Ure endeavored to point out 
that the Department of Agriculture 
is largely a service Department and 
each year is adding to its staff and 
enlarging its services to agriculture.

WATER POWER RESOURCES 
OF CANADA AT HIGH LEVEL 


| 


Water-power development in Can- 
ada continued at a _ high level 
throughout 1950 reports Resources 
Minister Robert H. Winters in the 
jannual bulletin “Water Power Re. 
sources of Canada” issued recently. 
The principal contributing factor 
was industrial expansion, but there 
Was also an increase in commercial 
and domestic electrical loads and 
in rural electrification. 

Currently recorded water resour- 
ces total nearly 27,000,000 h.p. un- 
der conditions of low stream flow; 
almost 43,000,000 h.p. at average 
flow. The latter figure represents a 
feasible turbine installation of over 
55,000,000 h.p, Total turbine instal- 
lation at the close of 1950 is listed 
as 12,562,750 h.p., indicating the de- 
velopment about 23% of available 
resources, 

Hydro-electric construction had 
an active year. New capacity 
brought into operation totalled 962,- 
275 h.p. and good progress was 
|maintained on fresh development 
work and additional projects inves- 
tigated or planned. 

The installed capacity of water- 
power plants now equals 907 h.p. 
per thousand of Canada's popula- 
tion,
